IN BUILDING ERA 


Ted Combs, Former City Em- 
ploye, Speaks at Lions 
Club Meeting 








Considerable progress has been 
made in the lumber industry and 
it will not be long until a person 
can buy a movable house, Ted C. 
Combs, former city employe, said 
at the meeting of the Upland 
Lions club in the Red Hill Coun- 
try club house at noon yesterday. 

Factories will turn out com- 
pleted houses, and the designs wil! 
be such that a person can get a 
small house and add rooms as 
needed later, all of the construc- 
tion work being done in a plant, 
Mr, Combs declared. At present 
houses can be built by sections 
and the varicus units taken to the 
sites and put together in a short 
time, he said. For years one con- 
cern has been cutting up its ma- 
terial at its factory before taking 
it to the site. 

The new trend, however, will 
make possible the complete erec- 
tion of a house before it ever 
reaches the site. 

“In this way, a person can buy 
a house and it will be delivered 
and placed on the foundation,” he 
gaid. “Then later on, the house 
owner can have it moved without 
any trouble to another site. Or, 
he can add more rooms. Then 
after the children are grown and 
have left home, he can sell the 
unnecessary rooms, and still have | 
his original house.” 

Mr. Combs is with the West 
Coast Lumbermen’s association, ; 
with offices in Los Angeles. In 
this capacity he is privileged to 
come in close contact with all the 
new building developments. He 
inspects many of the major con- 
struction jobs on the coast and is 
also in close touch with all experi- 
mental projects and new building 
trends. : 

He left Upland in 1934 after 
having served the city for years 
as building inspector and assistant 
city engineer. His talk at the club 
concerned the lumber industry 
and he pictured a bright outlook 
for lumber in the future.
